First World Champi 


Plowing Match Is To Be Held 


On Farm Near Cobourg, Ont. 


TORONTO. — This October crack plowmen from 12 countries 
will be vying for possession of a golden model of what is, in gll 
probability, the great-great-great-granddaddy of the plow they 
use froni day to day. The winner will fe the first tractor plowing 


champion of the world. 


The championship and the trophy, 
known as the Esso Golden Plow, 
will .be awarded at the first world 
plowing @hampionship match which 
will take place on the Durham- 
Northumberland Counties Home 
Farm, fear Cobourg. It is being 
held in’ conjunction with the Ontario 


‘Plowmen’s Assqciation annual foeur- 


day , International Match, October 6 
to 9. 

.J. A. Carroll of Toronto; president 
of the World, Championship Plough- 
ing Organization, announced that 


‘the United States, Denmark and Bel- 


gium had confirmed their entries in 
the match. Competiting countries 
now total 12, 

The trophy for the: world cham- 
pion is being jointly offered for an- 
nual competition by Imperial Oil in 


- Canada and other interested compan- 


ies overseas: It has been designed, 
and is being made by The Gold- 
smiths and Silversmiths Co. Ltd., of 
London, the world-famous company 
of British craftsmen which recondij- 
tioned the. crown jewels for the cor- 
onation, It will cost about $1,500. 

The World Championship Plough- 
ing. Organization decided its trophy 
should be symbolic of plowing as an 
ancient art. The original of the 
plow selected as a model is in the 
London *(England) Science Museum. 
It is believed to date from .about 
1721, though some of its features go 
back to the 16th Century. Called 
the Norfolk plow, it was one of the 


* pioneer light plows in England and 
‘the continental countries, 


and the 
forerunner of nearly all modern 
plows. With a pair of husky horses 
and an equally husky British yeo- 
man. behind’ it, it was capable of 
turning over about an acre'a day— 
about one-quarter as much asa mod- 
ern tractor plowman with a one- 
furrow plow could accomplish. 

The finished trophy will be mount- 
ed on a mahogany base two feet 
long, one foot wide and seven, inches 
high. From the top of the plow to 
the bottom of the base it will stand 
16 inches high. The» main ‘trophy 
will be held by the national plowing 
association of ‘the winning plowman. 
The world ‘champion will receive a 
copy about one-third the size. 

.Word of U.S. entry intp the world 
match was received by Mr. Carroll 
from Alfred Larson, vice-president 
of National Association of Soil Con- 
servation Districts. -This association
